Loading Microzine 

1. Open the disk drive door. 

2. Hold the disk with the label end facing you. 

3. Insert the disk stowly with the label facing up. 

4 . Close the drive door. 

5. Turn on the computer and monitor (or TV). 

NOTE: Never remove or Insert a disk while the disk drive's red light 
Ison. 

If Microzine does not appear on the screen: 

• Turn the computer off. Turn it back on arKl try again. 

• Make sure the disk drive door is ctosed. 

• Check to see that the disk drive is hooked up correctly. 

Using the Microzine Hand 

You will use the Microzine Hand icon in most of the programs and 
features in this issue of Microzine. Use the arrow keys, or the I, J, K, 
M keys to move the Hand. 

Use the Hand to point to what you want to do, and then press 
RETURN. There are three different ways to point to what you want 
to do: 
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1. Make the Hand touch some part of the word that describes what 
you want to do. If you wanted to exit a program or screen, you 
would make the Hand touch the word "EXIT," or the circle in front 
of "EXIT," and then press RETURN.

The Table of Contents 

The Table of Contents lists the MicrozineieaHures in a collection of 
boxes at the top of the screen. Each box is labeled. 

Use the Hand icon to point to the box that describes what you want 
to do. For example, to read the Credits, use the Hand to point to the 
box labeled "Credits," and then press RETURN. 
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A list of items "inside” that box will appear. Use the Hand again to 
point to what you want to do. For example, if you point to the box 
labeled "Programs" and press RETURN, a list of the programs in this 
issue of Microzine will appear. Use the Hand to point to the program 
you want to use, and then press RETURN. If the program you 
select is on the other side of the disk, you will be told to turn the disk 
over. 



To choose another box from the Table of Contents, point to the word 
"Exit" at the bottom of the list, and press RETURN. Now you may 
choose another box from the Table of Contents.

Use the Hand to point to "Programs" on the Table of Contents, and 
then press RETURN, to see a list of the programs in this issue of 
Microzine. 

Computer Stuff 

Use the Hand to point to "Computer Stuff" on the Table of Contents, 
and then press RETURN, to see a list of the functions in "Computer 
Stuff." (See "Computer Stuff," page 29.) 

Credits 

Use the Hand to point to "Credits" on the Table of Contents, and 
then press RETURN, to see the credits for this issue of Microzine. 
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Quit 

Use the Hand to point to "Quit" on the Tabie of Contents, and then 
press RETURN, to quit using Microzine. ^ 

Help 

Use the Hand to point to "Heip" on the Tabie of Contents, and then 
press RETURN, to learn how to use the Microzine Hand. (Also, see 
"Using the Microzine Hand," page 4.) 

Letters 

Use the Hand to point to "Letters" on the Table of Contents, and 
then press RETURN, to read letters from the Microzine Editor and 
Programmer, and from Microzine readers.

Entering Information 

Whenever you are asked to enter information, type it in and press 
RETURN. 

If you make a mistake while typing, use the i— (left arrow) key to 
move back. Then type the information correctly. 

Control (CTRL) Keys 

Sometimes you will have to press the CONTROL (CTRL) key and 
another key at the same time. This will be written as CTRL-(the 
key). For example, if you see CTRL*N, it means press the 
CONTROL key and the N key at the same time.

What You wm Find 

You and your crew will sail the seas, stopping at foreign ports as far 
away as exotic China! As Captain of the Astrea, it's your job to trade 
your cargo and navigate the ship. Beware of pirates! 

Sailing Through the "Captains of the China Trade" 

In this Twistaplot,™ you can communicate with the computer by 
typing words (commands) on the command bar at the bottom of the 
screen. When you see the command bar at the bottom of the 
screen, it means the computer is waiting for you to type in a 
command. 

You may command the computer to talk to people you meet, listen to 
people you meet, view the maps of the world, trade your cargo, read 
about navigation, or review all your choices. 

Talking to the Computer 

The computer will understand the following (commands): 

Type ?, and then press RETURN, to read the instructions. 

Type NAVIGATION BOOK, and then press RETURN, to learn 
how to read the maps and figure out the coordinates of a port you 
want to visit. 

Type CHARTS or CHART COURSE, and then press RETURN, 
to leave a port and chart a course to your next destination. 

Type TALK TO and the name of the person or people to whom you 
wish to speak, and then press RETURN to talk to the characters you 
meet. For example, in Salem, you would type TALK TO BOWDITCH 
and then press RETURN. 
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Type TRADE CARGO, and then press RETURN to visit the 
trading center of a port. 

Type VIEW MAPS, and then press RETURN to see all three maps 
of the world. 

Type CHOICES, and then press RETURN to see all the things you 
can do at a port. 

If you type a command the computer cant answer for that screen, 
you will see the message, "I DON'T UNDERSTAND!" If this 
happens, make sure you spelled the command correctly, or try typing 
another command. 

Privateers 

Sometimes the Astrea will come across other ships at sea. You 
decide if you want to investigate these ships, or sail on to your 
destination. 

Correcting Mistakes 

If you make a mistake while typing a command, use the left arrow key 
to erase over your mistake. 

To replace a character, type over it. 

To delete a character, space over it. 

Helpful Hints 

• After your ship anchors at a port, type the command CHOICES. 
This will show you all the things you can do at the port. 

• When a character gives you advice about navigation, trade, or 
pirates, write it down. You never know when that knowledge will 
be useful. It might even save your lifel

With "Banner Maker," you will write, edit, and print your own banners. 

You may make extra copies of the "Banner Maker" disk as back-up 
disks, or to share with your friends. Use a DOS 3.3 copy program to 
make copies of this disk. 





"BANNER MAKER" MAIN MENU 

"Banner Maker" has three functions, or things you may do. They are 

Type Message, Change Setup, and Quit. 



Type Message 

Choose this function to type the message for your banner. 

Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose "Type 
Message," and then press RETURN. Your message may be up to 
108 characters, or three lines, long. 

The computer will tell you to type in your message. Type your 
message and then press RETURN. 

The computer will ask, "Is this message correct? (Y/N)." 

Type N, and then press RETURN, if the message is not correct. 

Use the arrow keys to move the cursor on an Apple lie, lie or lIGS. 
Use the left and right arrow keys, and CTRL*A and CTRL*Z, to 
move the cursor on an Apple II Plus. 

To delete a character on an Apple lie, He or lIGS, move the cursor in 
front of the character and press the DELETE key. For example, to 
delete the "m" in "bannmer," move the cursor over the "e," and then 
press the DELETE key. 







To delete a character on an Apple II Plus, move the cursor in front of 
the character, and then press CTRL-D. For example, to delete the 
"m" in "bannmer," move the cursor over the "e," and then press 
CTRL-D. 

Type Y and then press RETURN if the message is correct. The 
computer will display the SELECT FONT MENU. (See "SELECT 
FONT MENU," page 16.) 

Change Setup 

Choose this function to tell the program information about your 
computer setup. The program will display the CHANGE SETUP 
MENU. The CHANGE SETUP MENU has four options, or things you 
may do. They are Printer Slot Number, Printer Line Feed, Type of 
Printer, and Type of Interface Card. 






Printer Slot Number 

"Banner Maker" assumes that your printer is connected to Slot 
number 1 . If your printer is conneded to a different slot, use the 
arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose Printer Slot Number, and 
then press RETURN. The program will display the PRINTER SLOT 
MENU. 

Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose a Slot number, 
and then press RETURN. 

Printer line Feed 

"Banner Maker" assumes that you want the Line Feed Option turned 
On. If you want the Line Feed Option turned Off, use the arrow keys 
or the SPACE BAR to choose Printer Line Feed, and then press 
RETURN. 

The program will display the LINE FEED MENU. Use the arrow keys 
or the SPACE BAR to choose On or Off, and then press 
RETURN. (See "Line Feed" in the Computer Stuff section of the 
handbook, page 31, for more information.) 

Type of Printer 

"Banner Maker" assumes that you have an Apple Imagewriter® 
printer. If you have a different printer, use the arrow keys or the 
SPACE BAR to choose Type of Printer, and then press 
RETURN. The program will display a list of printers.

Select FONT MENU 

There are three fonts , or type styles, you may choose from on the 
"Banner Maker di^.

Helvetica looks like this: TIHIS IS HELVETICA 


Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose a font, and then 
press RETURN. 

The computer will ask if you want to add graphics to your banner. 

Type Y and then press RETURN if you want to choose one or two 
graphics for your banner. The computer will display the SELECT 
GRAPHIC MENU. (See "SELECT GRAPHIC MENU," page 17.) 

Type N and then press RETURN if you do not want to choose a 
graphic for your banner. The computer will display the PRINT A 
BANNER MENU. (See "Print the Banner," page 20.) 



SELECT GRAPHIC MENU 

There are three options on the Select Graphic Menu. They are 

Starting Graphic, Ending Graphic, and Both. 



Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose an option, and 
then press RETURN. 

Starting Graphic 

Choose this option to have one graphic appear at the beginning of 
your banner. 

Ending Graphic 

Choose this option to have one graphic appear at the end of your 
banner. 

Both 

Choose this option to have one graphic appear at the beginning of 
your banner and one graphic appear at the end of your banner. 










Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose a graphic, then 
press RETURN. 

Four other issues of Microzine inciude Desktop Publishing features. 
You may use the "Banner Maker" graphics with all of these features 
except "Blueprint Maker," and you may use the graphics from the 
other features with "Banner Maker." 

When you have chosen the graphics for your banner, the conputer 
will display the PRINT MENU. 

Print Menu 

The PRINT MENU has five opttons. They are Small, Medium, Large, 
Change Setup, and Quit. 



Use the arrow keys or the SPACE BAR to choose an option, and 
then press RETURN. 

Small 

Choose this option to print a banner with small-sized type and 
graphics. 

Medium 

Choose this optton to print a banner with medium-sized type and 
graphics. 

Large 

Choose this option to print a banner with large-sized type and 
graphics. 





change Setup 

Choose this option to tell "Banner Maker" what kind of computer 
setup you have. (See "Change Setup," page 13.) 

Quit 

Choose this optton to leave the PRINT MENU and return to the 
"BANNER MAKER" MAIN MENU. 

Print the Banner 

Follow these steps to print a banner: 

1. Choose CHANGE SETUP and tell "Banner Maker what type of 
printer and printer interface card you have. 

2. Type the message for your banner and choose a type font. 

3. Choose the graphic(s) for your banner. 

4. Choose to print a small, medium, or large banner. 

When you have chosen what size banner to print, the program will tell 
you to press any key to print your banner. 

Make sure your printer is turned on and the paper is aligned. Then 
press any key to print your banner. 

IMPORTANT: You will not be able to save ^ur banner on a data disk. 
When you create a banner, you must print it or you will lose it. 

Quit 

Choose this function to quit "Banner Maker." 

The program will ask, "Are you sure you want to quit? (Y/N)." 

Type N to continue using "Banner Maker." 

Type Y to quit. If you chose "Banner Maker" from the Microzine 
Table of Contents, the program will tell you to put the Microzine disk 
in drive 1 and press RETURN. 

K you used "Banner Maker" separately from the Microzine disk, the 
program will tell you to remove the "Banner Maker" disk from the drive 
and turn off the computer.

What You wm Find 

In ”Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic" you will experiment with the 
temperature, density and volume of air molecules to create enough 
air pressure to launch your rocket to the moon. 

Moving the Hand 

See "Using the Microzine Hand," page 4, to learn how to move the 
Hand to set values and choose prompts. 

Play "Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic" 

The goal of this program is to create enough air pressure in your 
rocket to successfully lift off and fly to the moon. 

First, set the values on the Control Panel. Choose the temperature 
of the air molecules. Next, choose the density, or number, of the air 
molecules. Then choose the volume, or size, of the box in which the 
air moiecules will be trapped. 

Then choose Ray. Trap the air molecules in the iower part of the 
Volume box to build the air pressure in your rocket. 

When you think you have enough air pressure, choose Launch.

Control Panel 

Use this screen to set the values for the air molecules. The values 
are Temperature, Density, and Volume. These values will affect the 
Potential Pressure in your rocket.

Temperature 

Use the Hand to change the temperature of the air molecules. 

To raise the temperature, point to the Up arrow, and then press 
RETURN. 

To lower the temperature, point to the Down arrow, and then press 
RETURN. 

Density 

Use the Hand to change the density, or number, of the air molecules. 

To increase, or raise, the number of air molecules, point to the Up 
arrow, and then press RETURN. 

To decrease, or lower, the number of air molecules, point to the 
Down arrow, and then press RETURN. 
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Volume 

Use the Hand to change the volume, or size, of the box in which you 
will trap the air molecules. 

To make the volume of the box larger, point to the Up arrow, and 
then press RETURN. 

To make the volume of the box smaller, point to the Down arrow, and 
then press RETURN. 

Potential Pressure 

The number inside the Potential Pressure box shows the amount of 
pressure you could make by capturing all of the air molecules on the 
Play Screen. As you change the Temperature, Density and Volume 
of the air molecules, the number inside the Potential Pressure box 
will change. 

Experiment to find out how much Potential Pressure you need to 
launch your rocket. 

Control Panel Options 

These are the options on the Control Panel that you will use: 

Play 

Choose this option to go to the Play Screen. 

Help 

Choose this option to read the Control Panel Help screens. 

Quit 

Choose this option to quit playing "Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic." 
The program will ask "Are you sure you want to quit? (Y/N)" 

Type N to continue playing "Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic." 

Type Y to return to the Microzine Table of Contents. 
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Play Screen 

Use this screen to trap the air molecules in the lower part of the 
Volume box. 



Use the SPACE BAR to open and close the gate. 

The number in the upper-left corner of the screen shows the amount 
of air pressure in the upper part of the Volume box. 

The number in the lower-left corner of the screen shows the amount 
of air pressure in the lower part of the Volume box. 

When you think you have enough air pressure in the lower part of the 
Volume box, choose Launch to launch your rocket. 

Play Screen Options 

These are the options on the Play Screen that you will use: 

Panel 

Choose this option to go to the Control Panel. 

Play 

Choose this option to go to the Play Screen. 
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Launch 

Choose this option to go to the Launch Screen. 

Help 

Choose this option to read the Play Screen Help screens. 

Quit 

Choose this option to quit playing "Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic." 

The program will ask "Are you sure you want to quit? (Y/N)" 

Type N to continue playing "Dr. Maxwell's Molecule Magic." 

Type Y to return to the Microzine Table of Contents. 

Launch Screen 

Use the Launch Screen to launch your rocket. 

If you do not have enough air pressure in your rocket, the rocket will 
not be able to lift off successfully.

Welcome to "Computer Stuffl" 

Moving the Hand 

See "Using the Microzine Hand," page 4. to learn how to move the 
Hand to choose functions and options. 

Use the Hand to choose "Computer Stuff" from the Microzine Table 
of Contents, and then press RETURN. A list of "Computer Stuff" 
functions will appear. 

What You Will Find 

"Computer Stuff has three functions, or things you may do. They 
are Options, Initialize Disk, and Exit. 

Options 

Use the Hand to choose "Options," and then press RETURN. The 
"Options" screen will appear. 

Use the Hand to choose the correct options for your computer 
setup. 

Disk Drives 

Microzine assumes you have one disk drive. If you have two disk 
drives, use the Hand to point to "Disk Drives," and then press 
RETURN. The "1" will change to a "2." 

The advantage of having two drives is that when you need to use a 
data disk, you will be able to put it in the second drive. You will not 
have to take the Microzine disk out of its drive. 

You don't have to change the number of drives each time you use 
Microzine. It remembers. 

Printer 

Microzine assumes that you have a printer. If you do not have a 
printer, use the Hand to point to "Printer," and then press RETURN. 
The "YES" will change to "NO." 
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You doni have to tell Microzine that you do or do not have a printer 
each time you use Microzine. It remembers. 

Printer Setup 

If you have a printer, then Microzine assumes you also have a serial 
interface card. 

If you have a different interface card, then use the Hand to point to 
"Printer Setup," and press RETURN. 

Each time you press RETURN, a different interface card will appear. 
Press RETURN until the interface card that is in your computer 
appears. 

The interface cards are: 

Standard parallei interface card: This card is usually used with 
printers like the Epson printers. 

Serial card: This card is usually used with the Imagewriter or Scribe 
printer. (If you have an Apple He, choose the SERIAL CARD option. 
In the He, the printer card is built-in.) 

Pkaso card ™: Choose this if you have a Pkaso card in your 
computer. 

Grappier + ™: Choose this if you have a Grappler + card in your 
computer. 

Silentype card ™: Choose this if you have a Silentype card in your 
computer. (Silentype cards are usually used with a Silentype printer.) 

If you do not know what interface card you have, ask someone who 
does know, or do not choose the "Printer Setup" option. Microzine 
wiil then assume that your computer has a serial interface card. 

You don't have to change the printer setup each time you use 
Microzine. It remembers. 

NOTE: To print your "Banner Maker" banners, use your "Banner 
Maker" Desktop Publishing disk. That disk offers a wider variety of 
printers and printer cards. (See "Print the Banner, " page 20.) 
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Printer Slot 

Your printer must be connected to Slot 1 to print material from this 
issue of Microzine. 

Sound 

Microzine assumes that you want to hear the sound effects in each 
program. If you do not want to hear the sound effects, use the Hand 
to point to "Sound," and then press RETURN. The "YES" will 
change to "NO." 

You don't have to turn the sound effects off each time you use 
Microzine. It remembers. 

Line Feed 

Microzine assumes that you want the line feed option turned on. If 
you do not want this option turned on, use the Hand to point to "Line 
Feed," and then press RETURN. The "YES" will change to "NO." 

Line Feed moves the paper through your printer one line at a time. 
Some hardware (printers, or printer cards, for example) automatically 
moves the paper through the printer one line at a time. In this case, 
you will want the line feed option turned off ("NO"). 

Some hardware does not automatically move the paper through the 
printer one line at a time. With this hardware, you will want the line 
feed option turned on ("YES"). 

To test whether you need the line feed option turned on or off, print 
a graphic or text. 

If the graphic or text appears as one solid black line, you need to 
have the line feed option turned on ("YES"). 

If the graphic or text appears with white line spaces between lines of 
the graphic or text, you need to turn the line feed optton off ("NO"). 

You don't have to turn the line feed option off each time you use 
Microzine. It remembers. 

Exit 

Use the Hand to point to "EXIT," and then press RETURN, to go 
back to the list of "Computer Stuff" functions. 
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Initialize Disk 

A data disk is a biank disk (or one that you don't mind erasing) that 
has been initialized by Microzine. 

Initializing a disk gets it ready to save your data for Microzine. The 
computer sets up a filing system by dividing the disk into sections 
called tracks and sectors. Each brand of computer uses its own filing 
system. For instance, a disk initialized by your Apple may only be 
used on Apple computers. 

To initialize a data disk, use the Hand to choose "Initialize Disk,” and 
then press RETURN. 

The program will tell you that you need a blank disk, or one you don't 
mind erasing. The Hand will be pointing to "NEXT." Press RETURN. 

The program will tell you to put the disk into drive 1 . The program will 
tell you that the disk will be erased. It will ask, "Do you want to go 
ahead?" Use the Hand to point to "YES” or "NO," and then press 
RETURN. 

The program will initialize the disk. Then the "Computer Stuff" list of 
functions will appear. 

You now have a data disk. You may use it for any Microzine feature 
that requires a data disk. 

NOTE: You wiil not need a data disk with this issue of Microzine. 

Exit 

Choose this function to clear the "Computer Stuff" list of functions 
from the Microzine Table of Contents.

School Activities 

BACKGROUND INFORMATION: Explain to students that every 
place on Earth has its own unique pair of latitude and longitude 
coordinates. Point out the prime meridian (0 degrees longitude) and 
the equator (0 degrees latitude) on the globe, and explain that all 
other points are measured by the number of degrees they are away 
from these axes. 

GEOGRAPHY: Instruct students to locate all the ports they visited in

School Activities 

ART & DESIGN: Students can "dress up" their banners using 
additional printed graphics, a hole punch, scissors, glue, cardboard, 
and ribbon. For exampie, if students create a "Happy Birthday" 
banner, they can add additional birthday cake graphics to hang from 
the banner. First, have students print a series of birthday cake 
graphics without a banner message. Next, mount the banner and 
the birthday cake graphics on sturdy cardboard. Use a scissors to 
cut the additional graphics into separate, smail squares. Then, using 
a hole punch, have students punch a series of hoies along the 
bottom edge of the banner, and at the top of each birthday cake 
graphic.

SCIENCE RESEARCH AND WRITING: Demonstrate the concepts of 
air pressure and volume to students by blowing up a balloon. Explain 
that the more air forced inside the balloon, the greater the volume of 
air inside the balloon. This makes the balloon expand. 

Have students research and write definitions for pressure, volume 
and density. Have students suggest other examples that 
demonstrate these concepts. 

Have students keep notes describing their experiments, successes, 
and failures In launching the rocket. Have students read their notes 
aloud, and identify any deductions they might have made that led 
them to a successful launch. Point out that scientists create and 
invent by making hypotheses, experimenting with, and observing, 
just as the students did with this program. 

Have students research Dr. Maxwell in your school's library. Have 
them write reports about his life and work.
